The taking of testimony began In the 


murder case of Paeqnal Feranni ytster- 
day afternoon. It required all day Mon- 
day to get the jury, which ia as follows:

K. Fieh.ir, Owen Holmes, J. W. Beall, 
David Quails, Craigie Sharpe Jr., Joseph 
Wilkinson, A. Hall, George Kirkhain, 
W. B. Van Vleet and A. D. Olney. 


District Attorney W. D. Topper and 


Aaflietent H. H. Weloh 4re proeecuting. 
Tue defendant is represented by Attor- 
neys W. J. Ttnnin and M. Farley. Mr. 
Welsh made the opening statement. 


The crime with which Feranni is 


charged was committed at Firebaughs 
on April 23d. Hie victim was Edward 
I'oll«. Feranni was a stranger at Fire- 
juugbs, having arrived thete only ten 
daye prior to th« murder. 


On the night of Aprid 23i! Tollo, Fsr- 


anni anil others were in a saloon at Fire- 
baughs. Tolle was at the bar drinking, 
and referred to Feranni as an Italian 
bum. 
Feranni answered in kind and 


they came to blows. Tbe barkeeper put 
an o d to hoetilitiea by ejecting Tolle out 
of the back door. 


Feranni flat on a tablo in the saloon 
r a while aa if brooding and tbeii went 


outatde. Several of the men fearing a 
renewal of the quarrel followed him and 
ound him Blending at tho corner of th» 
JOUBO, in tbe shadow, aa if waiting for 
come one. They told Feranni, if he 
wanted to fight, to find Tolle ant) have It 
out with him fairly. Forauni thereupon 
weut around the house, and coming into 
the saloon said lie could not find Tolle. 


The ealoon was closed, and the next 


morning Tolle waa found lying by tuo 
wall, cut in four places, once in the tem- 
ple, once in the back and twice in the 
ibdouieu. He waa not >et dead, and lie 
told how he WBH hurt, paying that after 
10 was put out of the enloon be met Fer- 
aiini by the water trough and a light 
with fists was begun, but Feranni began 
striking him iritb a knifa and lUlc 
turned to run. Feranni Followed him 200 
yardB or more continuing to strike at 
urn with tbe knife. Lilt finally Tolle es- 
caped and eoon Hank down from exhaust- 
on. He crawled-back to tho saloon, and 
jeing uoublo to make anyone heir him 
le lay out by the building all night, till 
IB was found in the morning. 


When Feranni wan accused of tbe 


iritne he did not deny it, but paid that 
jehad tried to kill Tolle, and waa eorry 
IB bad not'succeeded in doing eo. Iln 
ubatanMated in nearly every particular 
tbe statement made by Tolle. 


Dr. W. J. Clino wan the first witnecs. 


He teetifie 1 aa to the nature of 
the 


vounda. Those in theab 'oraeii were fatal, 
nolle'o bowels protruding from them. A 
number of other witnesfmn wore put on 
h- stand to tell about the trouble iu the 
snl on and to prove that Feranni hud 
confeeaed the deed. 


The court then adjiurned until 9.30 


o'clock this morniny. The prosecution 
IBS two more wituesaes to put on the 
itand.

(meting with the packers to take the 
whole crop, who alter receiving the beat 
part of Ibe crop, repudiate tbeir con- 
tracts, n BO the plan of packing; and Bell- 
ing on commission, as proposed gives 
the packer an undue advunLsze. 


1 would suggest that we treat raising 


the eaine or nearly the same ae we do 
rgrain, eugar«ni other staples. Let the 
grower take his raisins to the packiux 
house, and let the packer pack loom fcr 
a cattain price per box or bag, the same 
ae the thresher threshes grain for tt ct-i • 
tain price par sack. 
The price for pack- 


log will be determined by competition. 


The grading ia Very important. All 


raleine produced here should have a nui- 
iorm grade which should be oJiirinl aud 
* reliable standard, eo lhat the jobber 
could bur a certain grade and know he 
was getting what he bought. After the 
raieinfl are packed th« grower could then 
receive them aud sell them himself or 
place them in the haiide of commission 
men to eeli or be Gold when bis necea- 
eitiea or the market suited him, the 
eanie ns the wheat grower dooa biB 
wheat. Tbe crop being under a eliable 
firade might be good collateral in case 
he wanted to borrow money at the 
banfee. But ftfl to how to obtain uniform 
or standard crade or brand. The pack- 
ers will pot bring It abont, because each 
packer believes it to be to hie interest to 
adopt a certain grade or brand BO that 
each packer would turn out n different 
grade or brand, and only those who were 
acquainted with a certain particular 
brand would know what to rely upon. 


It rests with the growers to establish a 


certain grade or btandard by agreeing, 
*nd sticking to it, not to dispose of any 
raieine, either packed by ourselves or 
hired packed or sell to be packed, unless 
the raisins are to be graded by a com- 
mittee employed by the growers aod 
packers, or appointed by no act of the 
legislature—the graders to have no inter- 
est in the raieins they grade, and to bo 
otider bonds to make a uniform and im- 
partial grade; IhoEe graders to be paid 
by the packers, one for each packing 
house. I eoe no reason why raUinB 
conld not bo graded AS grain. 
In some 


places cordwood ia inspected, measured 
and graded. Surely the raisin business 
ie more Important tliau the wood buei- 
•ess.
